COMPETITION AND NATURAL GAS 


General Ernest O. Thompson, a member 
Texas Railroad Commission and an internationally | 
known authority on petroleum conservation, recently 
had something important to say about what contin- 
ued federal regulation of independent natural gas 
producers—a situation brought about as a result of 
a Supreme Court decision—will lead to. 

nder this regulation, he said, the consumer of} 
natural gas will get a less dependable supply both inj 
quantity and in length of years. He continued: “This 
is not in the interest-of the consumer or the producer, 
and will stifle progress and make gas scarce. Nat- 
ural gas producing should be a free field where com- 
petition is allowed to reign. It is the free competi 
effort among producers that makes the gas avail- 
able to the consumer; and the consumer, after all, 
is the man we are trying to serve." 

General Thompson then pointed out that we are 
producing natural gas at record rates, and that 47 
states now have pipelines. Yet the demand increase! 
faster than the pipeline capacity. He added: "I can-, 
not see how the natural gas producing business can 
continue to expand to meet the ever-growing needs 
of the American people with the threat of federal 
control hovering over the horizon." 

The Harris bill, to free independent gas^pro- 
ducers from federal regulation, has passed the House.
